Not jus,, 
over 21,' as was permissible years 
ago but your age. What woman 
will do that?

rather than 
reveal their ages, many women 
will not register, and therciore 
can not vote. 


"Can't something be done about 


this? We do want to vote, but 
we don't want to disclose our age 
no matter what assurance we get 
oi its being held 
in confidence. 
Can t we again be permitted to 
write over 21' when we register?" 


The Baltimorean is writing, of 


course, 
about conditions in 
the 
tast, where citizens are qualified 
lo vote by registration. Down here 
we use the paid poll tax system, 
which does not require a statement 
as to age other than "over 21" Bu 
The letter does give

for 


thought It indicates to Southern- 
ers that even when you chaive 
from the traditional poll tax sys- 
tem to registration you don't leave 
all the headaches behind you.

Fight for Freedom Forces us 
To Aid Anti-Red Governments

A House Foreign Affairs sub- 
committee has recommended a pro- 
gram of stepped-up aid to China 
which probably will displease 
a 


good many Americans. It certainly 
is not an ideal policy. But 
the 
course of events seems to make 
it increasingly necessary, and prob- 
ably inevitable. 


The 
over-simplified 
situation 


confronting our government in ils 
relations with China is this: Tho 
two 
warring 
parties 
represent 


ways of government 
that 
are 


equally repugnant to the American 
concept of democracy. Both seem 
intent on securing 
power 
and 


wealth for a privileged few. Neither ' 
offers a solution for the plight of 
China's hapless masses. 


Many honest, patriotic Ameri- 


cans who were in China during Die 
war favored ihe Communists- as- 
the lesser of two evils. Some 
of 


these persons were in our govern- 
ment, and they doubtless helped 
shape America's immediate post- 
war policy toward China. 


It was a policy shaped in the. 


glow of hope that followed victory 
It was also influeneccd, probably 
by impatience with the Nationalist 
government. We gave hundreds of 
millions of dollars to that govern- 
ment during Ihe war. And it is a 
matter of record that many 
of 


those millions were squandered by 
an admittedly corrupt regime. 


So, in return for that aid, the 


American government tried lo ar- 
range a truce, 
and to persuade 


Chiang to accept a coalition gov- 
ernment that would include Com- 
munists. It was believed then by 
many that the Chinese Communist 
movement was more or less divor- 
ced from Moscow.

hers under strict party discipline. 


The New Jersey Republican said 


the largest concentration of Com 
munists is in New York City, with 
Los Angeles, Chicago, Detroit and 
Pittsburgh following in that order.

The Doctor

If lead is absorbed by the human 


body, the results are seriou.;. Lead 
poisoning was formerly more com- 
mon than it is now. Workers in 
lead industries, painters, and plum- 
bers were frequently afflicted with 
poisoning from this metal. 


Lead can be absorbed through 
the lungs, skin, or the digestive or- 
gans. Although the body takes lead 
into the system easily." it does not 
get rid of it so well. 


One form of lead poisoning be- 


gins suddenly. In such cases a 
large amount of lead is absorbed 
rapidly, usually through the stom- 
ach. 
Pain in the abdomen, vomit- 


ing and collapse arc symptoms of 
this acute form. Severe 
colicky 


pains and rapidly developing ane'- 
mia with a typical white waxy co- 
lor of the skin is frequent. Examin- 
ation of the blood in such cases 
shows a peculiar appearance to the 
red cells. 


Paralysis Common 
A blue line around the gums is 


also an important symptom 
in 


many cases of lead poisoning, but 
it is not always present. The most 
important symptoms of the slow or 
chronic poisoning are paralysis, us- 
ually of the arms, colicky pains in 
the bowels, and disturbances of the 
brain. Headache is common and 
patients arc frequently either de- 
pressed or excited. 


Lead poisoning used to be a ra- 
ther common and serious problem. 
It has gradually become less ser- 
ious because of the 
measures 


which have been taken in industry 
to protect workers with lead, and 
because of the increased 
under- 


standing these workers have o£ the 
dangers involved. Lead poisoning 
of either the acute or chronic va- 
rieties is most unpleasant, and con- 
sequently great care in prevention, 
including careful cleaning of the 
hands and fingernails particularly 
before eating, should be insisted 
upon for all those who arc exposed 
to absorbable forms of lead.

Washington, Oct. 22 — (/!>) —Pres- 


ident Truman's 
closest 
advisers 


say lie is convinced the Democrats 
will recapture control of the Sen- 
ate regardless of the outcome of 
his own race next month. 


Talking privately, these men tell 


newsmen they expect Democratic 
senatorial candidates to outrun Mi- 
Truman in some states and to win 
in a couple he may not carry. 


Congressional candidates thcm- 


selves told correspondents travel- 
ing aboard the president's cam- 
paign train they felt they had been 
helped by the chief executivcs's re- 
peated attacks on the Republican 
leadership on cnpitol hill. 


Most Democrats— the president 


among them—take the view that 
the party will knock off GOP seats 
in Oklahoma, 
Minnesota,

Virginia and Wyoming. 


These four would give the Dem-
